If infection gets into the middle ear it 
is Hable to spread to the mastoid cells, 
and conversely infection in the mastoid 
cells ‘fs Hable to spread to the middle 
ear. 

But still more important when we 
think of preventing deafness is the 
eustachian tube. This small tube, be-

Guernsey Claims His Bill 
Also Will Be Passed by 
the State Senate.

Springfield, III., June 7.—[Special.]—

105 affirmative votes. Representative 
Guernsey claims assurance that the sen- 
ate also will pass it. 

The immediate effect of the new law, 
le it becomes one, will be to abolish the 
present Chicago censorship board con- 
ducted through the police department 
and centralize all scrutiny of films in 
a central censorship bureau to be oper- 
ated out of Springfield. Section seven 
of the bill provides that a state per- 
mit once granted shall take the place 
of any and all other permits, municipal 
or otherwise. 


Chief Censor to Get $3,500. 

The chief censor shall have a salary 
of not more than $3,500 and the sub- 
censors, about a half dozen in number, 
are supposed to be supplied by civil 
service. The fee to be charged for 
examination of films, figured at an 
average of 200 per weex, it is stated, 
is supposed to pay the cost of main- 
tenance of the bureau.
